Claims 9-20 are allowable because there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art of a 
coating apparatus substantially as claimed including a cylindrical rod having an unenven outer 
peripheral surface formed by either blasting or by melting and jetting a ceramic material on the 
outer peripheral surface of the rod and a coating layer formed on the uneven outer peripheral 
surface of the rod, the coating layer having a property of releasing a coating liquid.
